Judge Henry Shot and Se- 
verely Wounded by 
the Auditor, 


While Walker’s Skull Is Almost 
Crushed by Henry’s 
Cane, 


The Auditor Takes the Judge te Task for 
Statements Made in the Recent In- 
vestigation — Epithets Exchanged Be- 
tween the Two Gentlemen—Judge Henry

JEFFERSON. Oyry, Mo., April 26.—This: city 
was shocked this morning by the announce- 
ment of a personal dimeulty between two 
distinguished persons, one a State officer 
and the other an x- Judge of the 
Supreme Oourt, the parties being Auditor 
Walker and Judge John W. Henry, in which 
the latter was dangerously shot and the 
Auditor severely wounded over the head 
from a stroke of Judge Henry's cane. 
The facts, so far as your correspondent has 
been enabled to gather them, are about 
as follows: There has existed for 
some time an ill-feeling between 
those two gentlemen which, doubtless, was 
intensified by reason of the Legislagure investi- 
gation into the charges against the Auditor, 
that officer believing that Judge Henry had 
more or less to do with bringing about the 
investigation. hey met this morning near 
the entrance to é tate Cabo grounds, and 


personal difficulty. 


JUDGE HENRY’S STATEMENT. 

Judge Henry, on being asked his version of 
the affair, informed your correspondent that 
he remembered but little that occurred. 
He was here attending the Supreme 
Court as attorney in the Higbee-Ellison 
judicial contest case, and was on his way to 
the Court-house when he was met by Auditor 
Walker, not far from the Capitol gate. 


PROVOKED BY WALKER. 

„Walker stopped and asked me why I was 
trying to injure him by talking about him as I 
had done, said the Judge, I told him I had 
said nothing about him but the truth; 
that I was not trying to injure 
him, that I knew of, or words to that effect. 
He alluded to my testimony before the Walker 
Investigating Committee, when I told him tha, 
all I then stated or had said about him was 
true. He then called mea G—d d——d liar 
when I struck him over the head with my 
cane. What transpired afterwards I have 
no distinct recoliection, I am shot; I hope 
not dangerously. I shall go home on the noon 
train.’’ 

JUDGE HENRY’S WOUNDS. 

After the trouble Judge Henry went to the 
Supreme Court and telephoned for Drs. 
Thompson and Young. The Judge was laid upon 
a bed inthe janitor’s room. The physicians 
soon arrived and made an examination. They 
probed the wound and found that the 
ball entered the palm or thick part 
of the  Ileft hand, passed up the 
arm just under the skin, about half - way to the 
elbow, when it passed out and struck the left 
breast and ranged across to the center ofthe 
breast, where they are satisfied it is imbedded 
in the breast bone. 


Both Drs. Thompson and Young pronounce 
the wound as dangerous, but not likely to 
prove fatal. They express the bolief that he 
will recover, yetitis plain that ad regard it 
as —_ serious. 


WALKER WON’T TALK. 

Judge Walker, when called upon by your 
correspondent, was feeling too bad to make 
any statement. He was suffering from 
the shock and from the nervous 
prostration. He complains of a partial para- 
lysis of: the left side and palpitation of the 
heart. The scalp wound, though severe, 
ig not considered serious. Dr. Thompson 
is satisfied that the skull is not injured, and 
that with carefal nursing and rest, he will soon 
be up. 

JOHN p. SEBREE’S STATEMENT. 

John P. Sebree of the Auditor’s office says 
that Mr. Walker remembers but little 
of the transaction, except that he 
asked Judge Henry to explain why he 
was talking about him in the way he 
was doing. The conversation grew 
heated, when Judge Henry struck him 
once or twice with his cane, Then he 
(Walker) drew a pistol and shot him.

HURRIEDLY TOWARDS THE CAPITOL GATE 
before I arrived. Itook hold of Mr. Walker 
and assisted him to rise and inquired it he was 
shot, when he repiied that he was not shot, 
but that Judge Henry bad struck 
him with big cane over the head. ‘‘I fired the 
shot myself,’’ said he. 1 then 
him to the steps of the next house 
where he stopped and rested for a 
few moments, when a lady, Mrs. Dr. Brooks, 
who having heard the shot, came up and in- 
vited me to bring Mr. Walker into her house. 
I then led bim into the house. On arriving 
in the hall he appeared to be very faint. I 
had to sustain almost his entire weight 
to prevent his falling, but I suc- 
ceeded in placing him upon a 
lounge. The ladies brought water and I 
sponged his head, which was bleeding pro- 
tusely from a wound over the left temple. Mr. 
Walker complained of palpitation of the heart 
and a numbness in his side. A physician was 
immediately called in. I did not see 
the commencement of the difficulty, nor 
did I see Judge Henry strike or 
Mr. Walker shoot. I saw no one near there 
but myself. I was about thirty or forty yards 
distance when I heard the report of the 
pistol.’’ 

MRS. HEINRICHS’ VERSION. 

Mrs. Heinrichs, who lives near the place of 
the difficulty, says: ‘‘I saw them meet 
on the street in front of the 
Peter Nacey residence, and but a4 
short distance from the Capitol gate. 
I was returning from the Catholic Church. Mr. 
Walker came out of the Capitol gate 
Passed me, going in the di- 
rection of the Madison House. He and 
Judge Henry met just after Walker passed me. 
They stopped and were talking when I passed. 
Just after I passed I heard Mr. Walker 
‘You are aa — — — 
if you say that—’ 1 turned my 
head and saw Judge Henry standing near the 
gutter. He had his cane raised and I saw him 
strike Mr. Walker on the head with his cane. 
I think je struck him on the left 
side ofthe head. I became frightened and ran 
into my brother’s house, in front of which I 
was then standing. As Iran through the hall

THE REPORT OF A PISTOL. 
Finding my brother, Mr. Hirschen, not in the 
house, I immediately ran to the door, where 
I saw Mr. Walker standing on the side- 
walk with a pistol in his hand 
and looking toward the ground as if in search 
of something he had dropped. Judge Henry 
was facing him, looking at his;hand and shak- 
ing his sleeves and then feeling 
into his breast. He then turned and went 
towards the Supreme Oourt building. Mr, 
Walker then came to the steps and sat 
down. I asked him if Judge 
Henry shot him. He replied: ‘I fired the pis- 
tol; Judge Henry hit me with his cane.’ A 
stranger took charge of Mr. Walker. 
Mrs. Brooks came out of her house 
and asked what was the matter 
She invited Mr. Walker to her room. He was 
conducted there dy the stranger ‘and 
Mrs. Brooks. I heard nothing of 
the conversation, more than I 
have already mentioned. I saw that they 
were both excited when I passed them. 
MRS. BROOKS ö 
saw Auditor pass her house 
going in the direction of 
the Capitol only a few moments before the 
difficulty occurred. She thinks hejmust have 
turned back when he arrived at the gate. She 
did not see the difficulty, however. 

The affair is greatly regretted by the friends 
of both parties. There has been quite a cold- 
ness between for some time past. The es- 
trangement dates as far baek as the 
time of the effort to locate the branch peni- 
tentiary somé two years ago, #0 the in- 
timate friends of Judge Walker 
claim. They have not, - however, been 
on speaking terms since last fall. Judge 
Walker, it seems, had started to the Capitol, 
but had not reached further than 
the gate, when, for some cause, 
he turned back and mxt the 
Judge a few paces from the gate as he was 
going to the Supreme Court building, where 
the difficulty occurred, as before stated. Mr. 
Walker was driven home at 11 o’elock, and is 
reported as feeling somewhat better.

Funeral of the Girl who Gave Up Her Life 
Defending Her Honor, 


CLEVELAND, O., April 26,—Maggie McCarthy, 
the pretty young servant in the household of 
Rev. William Smith, assistant pastor of the 
First Presbyterian Church, who died defend- 
ing her honor, was buried to-day. Rev. 
Father Thorpe, of St. John’s Cathedral, de- 
livered the sermon, Among other remarks he 
said: ‘‘This murderer belongs to a class 


that females would be justified in armin 
themselves against. They would be justifi 
in striking down the man that insulted them. 
I know of no crime that cries to heaven as that 
of this wretch who stili lives, but who will be 
udged by God. Oh, friends, is it not a conso- 
ation that we have found women in our 
land who will lay. down life sooner than 
honor. Such chastity and virtue is a consola- 
tion to mourning friends. She died for honor; 
she died for purity; she died a martyr’s death, 
and may God have mercy on her soul. That 
spirit that no base hand can lay touch upon 
has pone to God, and may God receive it.’ 

While the clergyman was speaking audible 
sobs were heard from all parts of the church, 
and at the conclusion the vast assem- 
biage was in tears. The casket was 
borne to the vestibule of the cathe- 
dral, where the remains were viewed 
as the people passed out. The cortege then 
took its way to St. John’s Cemetery on Wood- 
land avenue, where the interment took place, 
andwhere poor murdered Maggie McCarthy 
was laid to rest.

WHAT THD POLICE COMMISSIONERS HAVE 


TO SAY TO-SLUGGER SULLIVAN. 


Hig Exhibition Advertised for To-Morrow 
Night Wilt Net Be Permitted—The Soft 
Gloves Do Not Excuse—A Meeting of the 
Police Beard This Afterneon. 


The special engagement for one night only 
ot John L. Sullivan and his star combination 
of athletes is announced as the attsaction for 
the Olympic Theater to-morrow night, Mr. 
Sullivan is under the management of Mr. F. F. 
Sheedy, and the combination has on its list 
such champions, ex-championsand gentlemen 
of repute inthefistio arena as Steve Taylor, 
Geo. La Blanche, the Marine; Jas. 
Carroll and others. The announce- 
ment has created considerable interest in 
sporting and athletic circles, and there is no 
doubt that an overflowing house would greet 
Mr. Sullivay and his associates if it wasn’t for 
thelaw. The police authorities have decided 
that the exhibition would de contrary to the 
letter and spirit of the law, and have decided 
that it would be unwise to permit it. This 
resolution on their part is somewhat in 
the nature of a surprise, owing to 
the fact that during the term 
office of the present Board of Oommis- 
sioners a dozen exhibitions have occurred 
under police supervision in which knock- 
downs and bloody faces have figured and in 
which the question of sparring for points was 
lost sight of and the mere matter of physical 
endurance under punishment decided the 
contest. Notably among this number 
are the Kelly-Burke contest, the Kelly- 


McOoy fight, the Warren-Murphy meet- 
ing and the Dalton- King air. The 
light-weight fight between Tommy 

arren and Pierce 1 which took place 
at the Palace Theater last winter, was par- 
ticularly brutal and had been advertised for a 
week in advance. Warren was the light- 
weight champion of America and Murphy 
was an ambitious little fellow with hardly a 
local reputation. Mr. Warren had the younger 
man’s face looking like a hammered beef- 
steak in the second round. 

Every blow from the champion’s left al- 
though itwas padded with a 4-ounce glove, 
sent Murphy to his knees and started the 
blood from his nose and mouth down over hig 
pallid chin and breast. But there was no in- 
terference by the police. 

At Esher’s Theater, during the entire sea- 
son, 5 a set-to between such local 
light as the Dalys, Joe Gainnie, the Zachritz 
and others, has been given. Blood has been 
invariably drawn, butas the contests were of 
5 — friendly nature, they were al- 
owed. 

Compared with them the Sullivan exhibitions 
are but mere posing expositions. Each set-to 
is between men who meet segen nights in the 
week, and are under contradtt to go through 
the season in the business. The biows are 
mere taps, and long acquaintance with the 
ability of each other bas reduced the exhi- 
bitions almost to the mechanical precision of 
a rehearsal performance. The surprise of the 
public and the showmen at the unexpected 
8 of the authorities is therefore excus- 

THE COMMISSIONERS 
who are to meet this afternoon and among 
other matters consider the question of this 
advertised exhibition were — — upon et a 
POST- DISPATCH reporter and asked to individ- 
ually outline their intentions for the after- 
noon. Commissioner Frank Gaiennile was 
seen on ’Change. He said: ‘‘I don’t know 
just what the law is on this subject, that is, I 
am not familiar with its exact reading, but if 
this exhibition is contrary to its provision it 
will not be permitted. 

The reporter called the gentleman’s atten- 
tion tothe fights above mentioned, and ex- 
Diained their nature as compsgred with tne 
Sullivan show. I remember, Mr. Galenne 
answered, ‘‘some discussion regarding them 
at a previous meeting of the Board. At that 
time, while I do pot now recall exactly 
what was said, it was understood 
that those exhibitions had exceeded the 
bounds of propriety under the law, and that 
in the future they would be prevented. Ihave 
not heard anything said about the approach- 
ing Sullivan exhibition, but if the law covers 
it it will be prevented, not because it is Mr. 
Sullivan, but because his happens to be the 
first one coming up after that decision.’’ 

MR. JAS. L. BLAIR, 
Vice-President of the Board, said: ‘‘It is our 
duty to prevent this exhibition, and it will not 
be permitted. The law under which we shall 
forbid itis here, and the gentleman read 
‘*Article7, section 1508—Sparring and Boxing: 

Any person who shall engage inany pos sparrin 
or boxing exhibition, or who shall aid, abet or assis 
in any such exhibition, or who ehall furnish any room 
or other place for such exhibition shali be deemed 
guilty ofa misdemeanor. 

Now I have no doubt that the Sullivan show 
gives this sparring in ite mildest phase. These 
men couldn’t exhibit every night and abuse 
each other very much. It is a business with 
them, and, I dare say, is but little more than a 
display of poses and agility, but we are not to 
pass upon that. Itisapublie exhibition and 
is contrary to the law. The fact that 
the law may be ridiculous is 
nothing to us. Our duty is to enforce 
it, Iknow all you say about the roughness of 
these fights between Kelly and Burke, Warren 
and Murphy and others, and im our efforts to 
suppress them we have been opposed by 
Judge Noonan. We arrested the participants 
in a prize-fight that was held in Kelly’s piace. 
Judge Noonan held that it was nos 
a public exhibition, as no admission fee 
had been charged, although there was an 
audience. That technicality cannot stand in 
the way here. This ts undoubtedly a public 
exhibition. The fact that it is sandwiched in 
between the acts of a dramatic performance 
willmake no difference, and the weight of the 
gioves will not figure either.

FIRE AT PITTSBURG EARLY 
THIS MORNING. 


Burning of Willis’ Grocery Store—A Man 
and Woman Perish in the Flames, and 
Two Men Fatally Injured by Jumping 
From Windows—A Half-Dozen Persons 
Badly Mangled by a Bombshell Explo- 
sion—Casualties. : 


PITTSBURG, Ea, April 26.—One of the most 
- disastrous fires in this vicinity for some time 
broke out this morning in Willis Bros.’ gro- 


cery, corner of Lacock and Corry streets, | 


Allegheny City, entailing a loss of life, be- 
sides injury to several people and the destruc- 
tion of considerable property. The building, 
which is afour-story one, and the largest in 
the neighborhood, is used as a grocery by 
Charles, John and George Willis. They and 
their motherand some roomers occupy the 
upper stories. Shortly after 1 o’clock Mrs.

tunates. Up-stairs, bewildered by the smoke 
and flames, were Mrs. Willis, Miss Olive

streets gazing up at the burning building, Wm. 


Eberman appeared at the window on the third 
floor. He was too far gone to shout, but he 
was seen, and the crowd yelled to him to hold 
on. A ladder went up and a man hastily 
started to help the man. When the rescuer 
had reached the second floor Eberman was 
seen to lurch forward and then 
COME DOWN WITH A RUSH. 

Whether he fell or jumped could not be told. 
He fell on his head and shoulders and was 
picked up unconscious. One of the Greeks, 
Hoggitzrun, a powerful man, was the other 
victim. His room was on the fourth floor. 
The bravery of a man in the crowd probably 
saved his life. The Greek had posed himself 
on the sill, looking at the flames behind and 

he pavement below, and then made a spring 
om the sill. Just as his body shot downward 
man from thé crowd ran forward, and with 
s outstretched caught the falling body. 
The force sent Him to the ground with the 
Greek, but the latter’s head hit the pavement 
and it is thought his skull is fractured. The 
man who had run this risk for a 
stranger disappeared, and the Greek 
was carried away. The fire held on stub- 
bornly, and it was 3:30 o’clock before it was 
under control. A search of the house was 
then made and the bodies of Sophie Boles and 
Fred Schultz were found on the fourth floor. 
They were still in bed, and had evidently suf - 
focated to death from-the smoke. 

The injured, Eberman and the two Greeks, 
were removed to-a hospital where they are 
now resting easy. Itis feared, however, that 
Eberman and Hoggitzrun will not recover. 
The fire is supposed to have been caused by an 
explosion of natural gas. The loss is $20,000; 
covered by insurance.

JAY GOULD'S TRIP. 


THE BAILROAD MAGNATE TALKS ABOUT 
THE WEST AND BUSINESS. 


He Takes a Hopeful View of the Situation— 
Effect of the Interstate Commerce Law— 
A New Nebraska Road—The Erie & West- 
ern Indebtedness—A Belt Line Scheme— 
The Ticket Boycott—Railroad News. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

New Tonk, April 26.—Jay Gould returned 
from his trip to the West yesterday morning. 

IJ have traveled over 6,000 miles, he said 
to a correspondent of the POST- DISPATCH, | 
and have been absent from the city less than 
sixteen days. I started on my trip on Satur- 
day, two weeks ago, and arrived here this 
morning. I have been through Colorado, Kans 
sas, Nebraska, Arkansas and Missouri, not to 
speak of intermediate States. The territory 
had suffered a good deal from drouth, but 
copious rains have fallen since I left here. It 
rained steadily for two days, a light but per- 
sistent downfall, which is best suited to 
penetrate the ground. Large crops are now 
assured in the Southwest. Thq growth in 
other directions had been even more remark- 
able. Prices of real estate in Broadway here 
are nothing to the figures placed on lots in 
Southwestern towns. The extravagant prices 
demanded in some places could not be main- 
tained, but the growth ot the country in some 
sections is rapid and probably permanent. 

Speaking of the difference between the 
Trunk Line and Western railroads in regard to 
passenger rates, Mr. Gould said: ‘‘It is not 
true that the Missouri Pacific has yielded to 
the demands of the Trunk Lines. The 
Southwestern lines usually stand well 
together, although they sometimes have 


little disagreements which they — 12 
settle. The western railroade are not likely 
to yield in this dispute about commissions, 
but I really know littie about the merits of the 
question. The Southwestern railroads are a 
unit in such matters. So far as the Missouri 
Pacific is corcerned'the action of the Trunk 
Lines is of trifling importance. I had a state- 
ment prepared to show how much passenger 
business we received from the Eastern lines, 
and it was too small to talk about. The great 
bulk of the business of the Missouri Pacific is 
local, and is constantly growing. The receipts 
from passenger tramo are increasing every 
week. lam notsure about the effects of the 
interstate commerce law, he added.

Invading Europe. 
From the New York Journalist. 

A statement is going the rounds to the effect 
that Joseph Pulitzer, proprietor of the. New 
York WORLD, is to start a Philadelphia edi- 
tion soon, and that a San Francisco edition of 
the WORLD is also under consideration. Like 
many a newspaper story, the statement Is half 
truth and half fiction. The World will issue 
to-morrow—Sunday, April 24—a Philadelphia 
edition consisting of the regular New York 
edition plus two pages of special Phila- 
deiphia matter. Commodious offices have 
been taken in the Ledger building, and alocal 
staff has been organized of which Mr. G. B. 
M. Harvey is the manager. For the present 
the composition and press work will be done 
in New York, and the paper will be sent down 
on the WORLD’sS special train leaving New 
York at 2:30 a. m. Special wires have been 
leased between Philadelphia and New York, 
and no limit has been set to the expense. It is 
quite on the cards that press facilities and 
composing-rooms wiH be established in 
Philadelphia, and the Philadelphia WoRLv 
run as an independent, local, four-page paper, 
having the regular New York edition folded in. 

As yet the San Francisco®edition exists only 
in the imagination of the newspaper para- 
grapher, though it is quite possible that 
such a move may be made by the WORLD 
in the future. The rumors concerning a pa- 
per to be started in London, England, by Mr. 
Pulitzer had more foundation than mere 
newspaper gossip, though the plan has been 
deferred for the present. Mr. Pulitzer be- 
lieves that there is room for alive daily, 
run onthe American plan, in the metropolis 
of the world. He sailed last Saturday for 
Europe to join Mr. T. C. Crawford, now 
looking over the ground. It is very likely 
that he will show the Englishmen how to 
run an American newspaper before many 
months.

Irish Outrages. 


From the New York Evening Post. 

The Irish ‘‘outrages’’ are playing precisely 
the same part in British politics to-day which 
the Southern outrages for some years played 
in American politics. They furnish precisely 
the same kind of reason for keeping the Tories 
in power which the Southern outrages used to 
furnish for keeping the Republicans in power. 
What the Tories have done or can or will do to 
prevent outrages in Ireland, does not appear 
any more than what the Republicans did or 
could do to prevent outrages at the South. 
The Tories, therefore, ask to be kept in power 
as a sign that Emglishmen abhor out- 
rages just as the Republicans asked to be 
kept in power as a sign that the North- 
ern people abharred outrages. The air in 
England is full, too, of terrible stories of what 
the Irish would do if they were let alone in 
the way of plots against the empire, and 
schemes for the persecution of minorities, just 
as the air here used to be full of stories about 
the capers the ex-rebels would cut if the Re- 
pubjican party went out of power. Moreover, 
a large portion of the Irish outrages are re- 
ported in the form of anecdotes, as Mr. 
Gladstone said, instead of statistics, just as 
the Southern outrages here were largely 
‘‘gtories’’ sent to the newspapers. In 
England, too, the names of the victims of the 
outrages and of the localities in which they 
occurred are frequently withheid in order to 
prevent fresh and more dreadful cruelties. In 
like manner, the names of the authors of the 
Southern ‘‘stories’’ were withheld, lest they 
should be made to suffer for blabbing. 


Schools in Europe. 
From thé Pall Mall Gazette. 

In Russia there are 82,000 schools, having 
each an average of 86 scholars. This is one 
school for 2,300 inhabitants, at a cost of less 
than a half-penny a head of the population. In 
Austria, with 387,000,000 of inhabitants, there 
are 29,000 schools and 38,000,000 scholars. The 
average number at each school is 104 and the 
cost per inhabitant 944d. In Italy, for 28,000,- 
000 of inhabitants, there are 47,000 schools, 
one school for every 600 . people, at a cost 
of Stied. per head. The average number of 
pupils at the schools ie 40. In Spain there are 
3,000, 000 scholars, 29,000 schools, giving an av- 
erage of 56 in each school and one school for 
every 600 inhabitants, asin Italy. The school 
bill comes to Is. 2d. a head. The number of 
schools given for England is 58,000, which is 
one for every 600 inhabitants, with an average 
attendance of 52 per school, and a cost of 18. 
6d. per head. The Germans have a school for 
every 700, giving a total of 60,000 schools, with 
100 pupils in each, and 18. 7d. per inhabitant. 
France has 71,000 schools, being one for every 
500, with 66 in each school. France would, 
therefore, seem to have more schools than any 
other great European country. These schools 
cost the country ls. Nad. per inhabitant,

The Surplus Here and There.

The Budget of the English Chancellor of the 
Excheguér shows a probable surplus of less 
than $5,000,000 in the revenues for next year. 
Whereupon the Finance Minister proposes to 
take 1 peany per pound sterling off the in- 
come tax and 4 pence per pound sterling off 
the tobacco tax and to reduce the tax on ma- 
rine policies. — N 

This is the way ot dealing with unnecessary 
taxation under a Government described as an 
‘‘effete monarchy.’’ It prevents a surplus for 
even a single year by the simple and just ex- 
pedient of reducing the taxes. 

The American Secretaries of the Treasury 
for the past six years have notified Congress 
that the revenues were largely exceeding the 
legitimate needs of the Government.

THE QUEEN’S MOVEMENTS. 

The Queen is to come to Buckingham Palace 
for two nights on Monday week and on the 
following Saturday pays a visit to London for 
the purpose of opening the People’s Palace. 
But on that occasion she has decided not to 
go to Buckingham Palace, but will drive direct 
to the East End and will return 
to Windsor at the conclusion of the ceremony. 
The Queen comes back to Buckingham Palace 
for one night on the 18th and is to leave Wind- 
sor for Balmoral on the evening of Friday, the 
20th, intending tostay in Scotland till Wednes- 
day, the 15th of June. There will be an 
immense number of presentations at the 
drawing-rooms on the 10th and 18th, which 
will be the last of the season. 

THE JUBILEE SERVICE. 

It nas been discovered that the Jubilee ser- 
vice at Westminster Abbey must be ordered 
by the Queen in Council, so a especial meeting 
of the Privy Councilis to be held next month, 
at which the ceremonial and order of service 
will be definitely settled. The Prince of Wales, 
the Archbishops of Canterbury and York, 
the Bishop of London and Lord Sydney will 
be specially summoned to attend the Council, 
which will possibly be held at Buckingham 
Palace. The last Council of the kind took 
place before the thanksgiving service at St. 
Paul's Cathedral in 1872, and it was not so 
harmonious as it might have been, for the 
programme, which had been drawn up by the 
Archbishop, was altered beyond recognition, 
and, as he had supposed that its approval by 
the Council was a mere matter of form, he re- 
sented the interference. 

FEATURES OF THE SERVICE. 

As the Queen enters the west door of the 
Abbey, the fanfare, which has been a feature 
atall the great court ceremonials since the 
reign of King Charles II., will be played by 
the Royal trumpeters, who are to attend in 
their state uniforms. Asher Majesty passes 
slowly up the nave, the national anthem will 
be played, followed by the overture from 
Handel’s occasional oratorio upon the organ. 
The service will commence with a Te Deum, 


to be sung to the very effective setting of the 


Prince Consort, which happened to be scored 
for instruments which are to be used at the 
Abbey. Then will come a special prayer 
which has been composed for the occa- 
sion, and this is to be § followed 
by some of the responses from the accession 
service. Then a psalm is to be chanted, prob- 
ably the twentieth, after which the lesson is 
to be read by the Dean, and the service will be 
closed by Dr. Bridde’s new Jubilee anthem, 

the biessing being given by the Primate. As 
the Queen leaves the Abbey the priests’ march 
in Mendelsohn’s ‘‘Athalie’’ is to be played. 
The decision not to have a sermonis very 
wise, but it is a pity, on all accounts, that the 
original intention to close the sermon with 
either Handel’s coronation anthem, Zadok, 

the Priest,’’ or the Hallelujah chorus has 
been departed from, and it would be wise to 
replace one of these and strike out the lesson. 

The service is to cost the country $100,000,

REMARKABLE CRIMINAL RECORD OF THE. 
FRENCH TRIPLE MURDERER. 


The Horrible Butcheries Stil] the Sensation 
of Paris—How the Assassin Was Discov- 
ered—His Previous Career—Generally a 
Traveler and Always a Criminal—Por- 
traits of the Victim and Suspect. 


Paris, April 10.—The sensation of the hour 
here is furnished by the murderer Pranzini. 
Since Pel, the poisoner, now vegetating in 
New Oaledonia, and Marchandon, the sneak 
thief assassin, who lived in luxury in his villa 
while robbing and murdering, as occasion re- 
quired, or as a common wajter in Paris, no 
criminal has excited such a sensation in 
France. 

But while both those criminals were vul- 
garly cunning, Panzini’s criminality rises to 
the level of genius. How many murders he 
has committed nobody except himself knows. 
He is aman of the highest culture, though o 
the most brutish propensities. Had he de“ 
voted himself to any honest pursuit success 
would have waitedon him. But he can do 
nothing but rob and murder. 


Pranzini, the Suspected Murderer. 

He was born in Alexandria, Egypt, of Italian 
extraction, in 1856. His father, who was a 
man of honor, held a position in the civil ser- 
vice. His mother is still living, and his sister 
is the wife of a distinguished Egyptian engi- 
neer. He was educated by the Christian 
Brothers, and afterward entered an English 
boarding-school. He speaks over a dozen 
languages with vernacular fluency. He was 
first employed by M. M. Korcling & Co., bank- 
ers, Alexandria, and afterward entered the 


Italian postal service, where he remained three 
years. In consequence of dishonesty he was 
condemned to six months’ imprisonment. He 
escaped to Marseilles, and from thence went 
to Constantinople. While on his flight through 
Marseilles hé committed the famous murder of 
the Rue Vacon. On arriving in Constantinople 
he obtained a position as interpreter in the 
Hotel d’ Angleterre. 

He subsequently returned to Alexandria and 
fell in with two Italians who were bound for 
India. They were thieves like himseif. In 
India Pranzini’s career surpasses anythin 
imagined by Balzae or Jules Verne. As Lor 
Macaulay says of Barrere, if sucha description 
of human character were found in 
fiction it would be condemned as caricature, 
He fleeced the Hindoo merchants right and 
left. On his ill-gotten gains he opened a 
1 establishment in Bomba 5 es 

nding his associates were ewindlin „ he 
dismissed them, dissolved the estab 1 — 
and resumed his more profitable business of 
robbing Hindoo merchants. 

Meantime he met an American named 
Archer, who was about to proceed to Afghan- 
istan. Pranzini accompanied him, — 
ing a camel caravan, with a batch of slaves. 
He made a large haul by this venture. He 
entered Beloochistan, where no European can 
go without imminent risk of death. But his 
tact, coolness and knowledge of Oriental 
languages carried him through = and 
he finally gained Teheran, Persia. He 
afterward returned to Bombay by the 
same route. There he associated himself 
with an Englishman named Stein, whom 
he accompanied to Burmah, whence he went 
to Singapore, and afterward to Suez. He 
continued on his way, and next turned up in 
Italy and France. He had spent all the money 
he had made, and again returned to Alexan- 
dria. But on the way he called on his mother, 
changed his mind, enlisted in the Army of the 
Soudan, and finally reappeared in Alexandria, 
Egypt, in 188, with a French painter, and 
came to Paris with him. Since then he has 
lived in Paris. 

The crime for which he is held, and which 
will probably cost him his head, was the mur- 
der of Marie Regnault, her servant and the 
latter’s child. Marie Regnault was a woman 
of 2 beauty, Who had very intimate re- 
lations several prominent and wealthy 
Parisians, but who was also in the habit of 
entertaining some of her friends of a lower 
social order, of whum Pranzini was one. She 
possessed a rich array of jewels, and as Pran - 
zini appreciated their value, he murderea her 
forthem. The servant and her little child

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AN ANARCHIST ALARM. 


THREATENED UPRISING BY THE SOCIALISTS 
OF AMERICA IN 1889, 


The Consolidation of the Three Principal 
Organizations—A Remarkably Blood- 
Curdling Circular From the Leader of 
the ‘‘Reds’”—Chaos and a Revolution Two 
Years Hence—Numerical Strength of the 
Socialists in the United States. 


CHICAGO, II., April 26.—A few days ago 
thege dispatches contained a report about a 
projected combination of the three principal 
Socialisticjorgapizations in this couatry—the 
Red International, the Black Internation al 
and the Socialistic Labor Party. While the 
aims and designs of the so-called Black Inter- 
national, or the International Working-Peo- 
ple’s Association, thanks to the anarchists’ 


knew or hardly ever heard of the 
Red International, or the International 
Workmen’s Association, as being a specific 
organization of Socialists along the Pacific 
coast. Thie organization was founded in San 
Francisco in 1885. It was organized in all the 
principal cities throughout the Western States, 
after the model of the Knights of Labor As- 
semblies, and is by far more secret than that 
organization. It is now authoritatively an- 
nounced by an organ of the Socialists that the 
leader of the ‘‘Reds’’ proposes there shall be 
an uprising in 1889. What would occur were 
the uprising he counts on successful is thus 
outlined: - 

The circumstances which may permit de- 
cisive action will probably be these: In 1889 
the present panic will approach aclimax. It 
will be widespread and alarming, accompanied 
by closed factories, starving workers, rioting 
and the use of military foree. It may even, 
complicated by a bitter class feeling, result in 
asuppression of the rights of free speech, 
meeting and press. Until then, unless the 
whole people are aroused, it is the duty 
of the wise Socialist to hold aloof 
from riots in special localities. 
The time is not yet ripe for 
success; we have counted our heads and we 
know it. To strike this year would be to use- 
lessly slaughter our best people, and put back 
the cause a hundred years. No; at present we 
must be wise as serpents, but harmless as 
doves. We must take advantage of it for 
agitation and education only. We must speak 
much and act not at all. When the working- 
people are hungry their brains weaken. One 
year of panic means a trebling of our forces, 
at the very least. And while with our present 
100,000 American Socialists forcible action is 
impossible, with 400,000 (which the next panic 
will give usif we manage wisely) we hold the 
game in our own hands 
We have, perhaps, until 1889, time in which 
to 1 — our plans. That year in Europe 
will surely bring grave results. In America, 
ifthe figures lie not, another panic greater, 
deeper, and more widespread than the pre- 
ceding will be upon us. Then, and not till 
then, may we risk a cast of the iron die. Then 
* we strik the strike to win. 

The article states that they expect to have in 
the Unitea States in 1889 at least half a million 
earnest Socialists, divided somewhat as fol- 
lowa: Chicago, 2,000; New York, 25,000; in 
the New England factory States, 100,000; in the 
central coal and iron regiofi, 100,000; in Ool- 
orado and the Western States, 50,000; on the 
Pacific coast, 50,000; in the Atiantic and South- 
ern cities altogether, 100,000, and scattered at 
various points in towns and villages, 50,000 
more. 

The panic comes, the public are excited, 
outbreaks occur, the large centers revolt, the 
places where but a few Socialists exist are 
made points for rallying of the conservative 
laces it should be 
made the duty of the Socialists there presid- 
ing, secretly, and with all the aid of science in 
destructive warfare, to raise sufficient turmoil 
to keep the conservatives busy at home. 
Meanwhile in large centers id meas- 
ures should be taken. Our peo- 
ple should head, lead and control the 
popular revolt; should seize the places of 
power; should lay hands upon the machinery 
of Government. Once installed in wer the 
revolutiona committee should follow this 
course of action. The decrees should at once 
be promulgated and enforced.’’ 

It is proposed to make Chicago the head- 

uarters ofthe uprising in 1889, which is to 
ollow the combination of the different 
branches of the Internationalists, and a quiet 
and elaborate programme is outlined of the 
manner in which the style of government will 
be changed after the revolt has proved success- 
ful. Tue year 1889 is also the one decided in 
1886 by the National Federation of Trades and 
Labor Assemblies as the one in which the 
eight-hour rule should go into effect.

WHO's BOSS? 


The Strained Relations Between Secretary 
Endicott and Gen. Sheridan. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, April 26.—Col. Charles W. Moul- 
ton, a lawyer and a brother-in-law of Senator 
Sherman, and a high official in the late war, 
has filed a peculiar claim at Washington 
which is to test the boundary line of authority 
between the Secretary of Warand the Com- 
manding General of the Army. Very likely 
this claim will involve an extraordinary war 


between the forces, political and military. 
The th dee feud between Gen. Sheridan 
and ns wayyy | Endicott will doubtless be. 
thoroughly aired in the next few days, 
and, perhaps, involve all the feuds between 
past secretaries of war and the generals in 
command, which have been bitter and uncum- 
promising. Col. Moulton was seen in his 
office in this city yesterday. Although his du- 
ties during the war were ever in the nature 
oi business, he rose to a very high rank. 
This claim. he said, ‘‘is for salary due 
over twenty-two years. The sum of money is 
not large, but the principle involved is very 
reat, and the time has arrived to settle it. 

n October, 1864, I Was a captain and quarter- 
master in the army, disbursing about 36. 000, 
000 per month. Mr. Stanton was Secretary of 
War, and Charles A, Dana was assistant. A 
pressure was brought to bear from ‘high quar- 
ters to use wy office for political purposes. I 
was discussing the matter with Mr. Stanton 
one day, and as he saw no nape for me and I 
had vouchers for every penny disbursed by me 
I wrote my resignation in his presence and by 
hits order Acting Inspector General Hardy 
issued a special order of acceptance. A man 
Was secured in Boston for my place, who was 
expected to give more active support to the 
party in power than Icould. This man soon 
succeeded in getting the Quartermaster’s 
office into scandal and I was sent for, with the 
urgent request that I would resume my old 
position. Ireplied that I was out of the army 
and proposed to stay out. Mr. Stanton issued 
a special order then, revoking the special or- 
oor which had accepted my resignation, and 

en 

ORDERED ME TO RESUME MY POST. 

I was obliged to obey and resume the office 
from the date of the second special order, 
February 9, 1865. I take the ground that if the 
Secretary of War had the right to issue this 
second order I was never legally out of the 
army and was entitled to the interim salary 
amounting to about $1,200. The Secretary had 
the undoubted right to accept my resignation 
Duct was he empowered, after a lapse of time, 
to revoke his acceptance? This question in- 
volves the boundary line of power and Con- 
gress must settle it. It is held by West Point- 
ers that the Secretary of Waris not an army 
They accord to him the undoubted 
right to equip and clothe an army and regu- 
late its supplies. Beyond thatthey claim his 
power is nullified, because, for instance, he 
cannot be tried by court-martial. But Secre- 
taries of War have exercised the right to issue 
orders direct to army officers and dictate mili- 
tary movements, etc. If they signed their or- 
ders By order ofthe President’’ no trouble 
would arise, but their orders are signed ‘‘By 
order of the Secretary of War. 

Secretary Endicott at present holds strained 
relations with Gen. Sheridan. A gentleman 
of this city has some evidence on this point. 
He wrote to the Secretary of War for a copy 
of Gen. Sheridan’s report of his 74 — 
the Rocky Mountains in 1882 with President 
Arthur. The Secretary of War replied that 
the report bad never been published, and the 
Secretary’s manner was‘such as to imply that 
it was not likely to be. As the gentleman 
was writing some reminiscences of Pres- 
ident Arthur he wrote again stating 
the facts and asking to borrow the) report, 
offering bond, or to have acoess to 
itin Washington. Tothat letter he received 
a curt reply absolutely declining to let the re- 
Not long after he was told 
38 directly from the War Department that 

he Secretary had no vault dark enough to 
bury Sheridan's reports in. It is well known 
that the coterie of surviving union generals 
have seized the opportunity offered by Col. 
Moulton’s claim to carry the question of the 
boundary line of power into Congress, and 
have it settled as to who runs the army. In so 
doing some lively but interesting history will 
be raked up and Mr. Charles A. Dana, among 
others, will have a chance to explain his bitter 
hastility to the army since his association with 
Secretary Stanton.

THE CIVIL. COURTS. 


AN INTERESTING DECISION IN A CASE OF 
LOAN UPON FURNITURE. 


The Court’s Sympathy With a Woman in the 
Hands of a Money-Lender—A Story of a 
Mortgage—Judge Seddon’s Decisions To- 
Day—New Divorce Suite—Matters in Liti- 
gation. 


Judge Dillon rendered a decision to-day in 
the suit of Eliza A. Nelson against Charles F. 
Betts et al., a sequel to a loan upon household 
furniture. The Court concludes from 
the evidence that Mrs. Nelson, when 
her furniture was taken by the 
defendant, Brandon, as agent of Betts, agreed 
to part with it for $55, and of that sum #40 was 
to satisfy the mortgage held by Betts. She 
would not have parted with it for that sum 
but for the mortgage, and she felt doubtless 
that if the mortgage was not satisfied that 
Betts wouldtake the furniture by force, and 
there would be nothing coming to her. Mrs. 
Nelson understood that she was at liberty to 
sell the furniture to any one who would pay 
off the mortgage and give her the purchase 
price in excessof it. Although she placed the 
value of the furniture at $200, she knew. of no 
one who would give her more than $55 for it. 

The Court remarks that every one knows 
from experience how very difficult itis to sell 
furniture second-hand for anything like its 
real value. Mrs. Nelson found herself 


in that distressing situation in which many 
business men and financiers have found them- 
selves, with a mortgage on property which she 
was unable to pay, which was about to be fore- 
closed, and whiich covered property of much 
more value than the mortgage debt, but for 
which no purchaser could be found. Soshe 
made the best terms she could with the 
holder of the mortgage and let him take 
the property. It has wrung many a man’s 
heart to have to do it, and such 
a person always has common sympathy but 
the law affords no relief. It is simply the re- 
sult of a person voluntarily placing his prop - 
erty in jeopardy, from which he is unable to 
extricate it. 

As to the validity of the mortgage according 
to the plaintiff’s statement of the facts the 


Court has no doubt that it was fraudulent ane 


—— have been repudiated entirely if the 
lalntiff had not adopted and ratified it —s 
10 


eing fully mtormed as to all the facts, ; 
or 


intended to give the mortgage 
$25, but after being informed that 
it was filled out for 340 she paid 
interest on it for four months and she cannot 
now be heard to say in a court of equity that 
there was not a valid mortgage for at least 
$25. The court holds, bowever, that any sum 
paid to satisty the mortgage in excess of $25 
was without consideration and inequitable. 
As there was but $25 and a few cents interest 
justly due on the mortgage, Betts should pay 


over the balance to the plaintiff. * 


The sums already paid as interest, although 
usurious, cannot be recovered. There will be 
a decree declaring the mortgage satisfied, and 
Chas. F. Betts will be required to pay to the 
plaintiff $11.45 and the costs of the suit. 


Petitions for Divorce. 


George R. Dickson asks for a decree of 
divorce from Clara Dickson. They were mar- 
ried in Beaver County, Pennsylvania, in April, 
1874. Mr. Dixon alleges that in January, 1836, 


his wife deserted him at Pittsburg, refused to 
live with him and declined to join him in St. 
Louis. He repeatedly begged of her to come 
on here, and left property and money benind 
to enable her to do so, but she refused. There 
were three children by the marriage. 

A petition for divorce has been filed in the 
Circuit Court by Cornelius McBride, the attor- 
ney, against Lydia McBride. They were mar- 
ried at Tupela, Miss., in 1876. r. McBride 
alleges that his wife has subjected him fora 
long time past such indignities as to render 
his condition intolerable. His petition con- 
tains no particulars. 


Married Women’s Contracts. 


Judge Seddon rendered a decision to-day in 
the suit of Bohle against Jary, setting aside 
the nonsuit at the costs of the plaintiff. The 


action was brought by a husband and 
wife on a bond executed to the wife 
by John Jary to indemnify her against 
all claims, liens, ete., which might 
be had against her or against certain 
property by reason ofa contract executed by 
John Jary to build houses on the property and 
to secure a faithful performance of the con- 
tract. The petition alleged breaches of the 
contract for indemnity. The case did not go 
toajury. Itisa fundamental rule of law that 
a married woman cannot make a general con- 
tract. Unless sne has a separate estate and 
contracts with reference to it, her contracts 
do not bind her, and any covenants contained 
in such contracts are void. 

There was no evidence to show that the 
property described in the contract is the 
separate ey eg of the wife. Until itis 
shown she can have no agent. There was 
likewise no showing of a breach of the bond. 
As it is shown that John Jary has left the State 
and cannot be reached by personal service, 
however, the nonsuit is set aside,
